Prrrsnure, Pa., February 20.—St Michael Orphan 
Asylum and St. Joseph's Convent on Mount Olive, 
above the south side of the city, was partially de- 
stroved by fire shortly before 12 o'clock to-day. 
When the flames were discovered thirty-five nuns 
and twenty little children were inthe building. 
Through the efforts of a few calm sisters, however, 
a panic was averted, and all left the burning build- 
ing safely. The fire started in one of the dor- 
mitories, and when discovered had made consider- 
able headway. An alarm was sounded and re- 
sponded to promptly by the fire department, but 
before the flames could be controiled, the entire 
west end of the building, ocoupied as an Orphan 
Asylum, were in ruins. The loss will probably 
reach $10,000. The building was a three-story 
brick, with mansard roof, and cost $40,000 when 
erected ten years ago. 


The Marvin Safe Fire. 

New York, February 20.—Tbhe Marvin Safe Com- 
pany's factory.a huge eight story building, em- 
bracing Nos. 34-332 West Thirty-seventh street, 
was destroyed by fire during the night.
